perverted in fome Places. 1 could have wifltd'td have Been 
able to have given a larger and better Recount of Books 
lately Printed, But that sequiring more time than I could 
well /pare, I have been forc'd to get, their Ext rafts that 
appear here, to be moflly done by other Hands, to, whom 
thePublick are indebted. 
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
